Our Agricultural Interests Threatened—Damage 


to the Crops. 


Mr. J. C. Smith, a prominent far 


rner of the county,-R ho owns a fine 
lanch fom miles south of tonu, l 
foimeclns yeslerday afternoon that 
the army worm had made its appear- 
ance on some of the ranches oat in 
his section, and was doing an im- 
mense amount of damage to the 
growing ciops, 
and will prevent 


many of them getting half of their 
usual second crop of alfalfa. On 


SMITH'S BANCO 


Millions of them have taken poses- 
sion of a ten acre tract, in one corner 
of a fifty acre field, and the result 
•R ill be that so much will be lost, 
even if the whole field is not. Mr. 
Smith cut his first crop of hay about 
three weeks ago. "Within the past 
two or three days he observed that 
the second crop was not coming Tip 
worth a cent, and on investigation 
discovered that army 
worms too 


numerous to mention had eaten off 
the leaves of the clover and that the 
dreaded peats had come upon him in 
force. On the east side of the road 
his potato field lias Buffered from the 
same cause, and the situation is 
growing worse. 


M. 0. LAKE 


Is also a great loser. His first crop 
v.as cut u month ago, and the second 
should have been coming up beauti- 
fully by this time. Mr. Win. Rob- 
erta, his foreman, haidly knew to 
what to attubute its backwardness, 
when all at once it was found that 
the army worms were the cause. A 
pieue of twenty acres is entirely 
spoiled, and the fear is that other 
and more damage, not yet discov- 
ered, has been done.

They too ha> e been wonder- 
ing what kept back their second 
crop.

informs us that the worms have not 
yet made their appearance on the 
Meadows, nor does anyone know of 
their presence elsewhere in the 
county. 


It will be an awful blow to onr 


agricultural interests, and a sad loss 
to onr farmers, should these pests 
continue to increase until they rain 
everything. 
We hope the worst is 


over.

STEWART ON THE Moxax QUESTION. 


—A letter from ei Senator Stewart 
is pnblishtid. It argues that the 
principal causes of the universal de- 
pression is the world's contraction of 
money by the demonetization of sil- 
ver. He maintains that the United 
States has the light and power to 
stop the contraction, and says: "Let 
all the Mints be set to work coining 
the standard silver dollar abrogated 
by mist ike, or by covert design, in 
1873, and \then coined, use it to pay 
the debt according to contract. This 
alone will reduce the price of gold 
until a gold and silver dollar shall 
again be equal 
This would restore 


silver as money, restore property to 
its real value, secure the development 
of the silver mines, and save the 
country from bankruptcy. The let- 
ter is brief and forcible, and has at- 
tracted considerable attention. 


COMSTOCK NEWS.—It now appears 


to be generally conceded, says tbe 
Enterprise, that the bottom has been 
reached in stocks. 
Those who have 


money to invest are purchasing their 
favorites, and prices of leading 
stocks have improved. 


Oui ore-producing mines are yield- 


ing as usual, keeping on the even 
tenor of their way, whether stocks 
are up or down. 


Much new machinery will be 


started up within the next thirty 
days, and tbe worst of onr dull 
times may now be considered to be 
over. 


RAILKOAD ASSESSMENT. — This is 


how they do it in Placer connty, Cal- 
ifornia, according to the Argus of 
last Saturday: 


The petition of the Central Pacific 


Railroad Company asking for a re- 
duction of their assessment has been 
denied.

whl, without doubt, stick to 912.000 
per mile for every mile of road in 
the oonnty.

The lightning damaged Beck's new 


louse, on the south side of the rivci', 
.earing off the casings and jams of 
the doors, knoclving down the plas- 
ering, etc., bnt it did not set it on 
ire. Two men who were engaged in 
jlastering in one of the rooms were 
struck to the ground insensible, the 
coat of one being slit in several 
pieces, and a piece -of paper in the 
pocket of the other was torn in two. 
Fortunately the men wore not seri- 
ously injured, and the damage to the 
house can be easily repaired. 


A telegraph pole in front of Eager- 


man's was struck, and lots of splint- 
ers torn off, the lightning descending 
to the ground, nud making a hole in 
the earth.
